Lake M'ohonk, N. Y., May 27—The 
Lake Mohonk conference on interna- 
tional arbitration was begun here to- 
day. 
The general topic of the first 
session was the present outlook of ar- 
bitration. The opening address 
made by John W. Foster, former 
retary of state. In part he said: 


At our last conference it was 
an- 
nounced that the governments of the 
united States and Mexico were just ( 
concluding an agreement for the sub- 
mission to the Hagu'e Tribunal of a 
question much discussed and of long 
standing. That case has already been 
submitted to the Tribunal, and with 
a promptness and celerity almost un- 
known in international judicatures a 
decision has been rendered. Although 
the amount of the award is large the 
debtor nation has cheerfully accepted 
the result. It was better to pay the 
award, even though regarded as in- 
equitable, and be at peace with his 
neighbor. 


Proba.bly the most 
edifying 
and 


auspicious 
event has occurred in a 
quarter of the world to which Anglo 
Saxons have not been inclined to look 
for helpful examples in good govern- 
ment and salutary public law. In the 
extreme of the South American conti- 
nent there have arisen into 
promi- 
nence during the last 
century two 
prosperous and aspiring republics. For 
a time they arrayed themselves in a 
rivalry for supremacy on that conti- 
nent, and following the example of 
the greater nations they largely in- 
creased their armies and 
navies. A 


controversy over a 
boundary 
line 
threatened to light the torch of war 
and thrust these two peaceful, pros- 
perous and industrious peoples into a 
sanguinary 
and 
exhausting conflict. 
But better counsels prevailed, 
and 
Chili and Argentina agreed to sub- 
mit the boundary question to the ar- 
bitration of the King of England. His 
award has been rendered and accept- 
ed by both nations. 


The two nations have entered into 
a treaty whereby they agree to sub- 
mit all questions which cannot 
be 
settled by diplomacy to 
arbitration, 


the only exception being those involv- 
ing principles of their 
constitutions. 
They further agreed to stop the con- 
struction of more naval vessels and 
to sell those which were ordered at 
the time the war fever was ragin;

naval dockyards of Europe
